SUBSTANCE 


It would be a good idea if. 


Taipeh transferred its main 
propaganda themes from 
various fronts on the main- 
land to the home front. The 
repeated. stories of the “in- 
vasion”. of Indo-China, North 
Korea; and Tibet by Chinese 
Communist forces have been 
worn threadbare. On the 
home front, however, things 
are happening of which the 
fullest capital ought to be 
made. : 

There is, for example, a re- 
cord rice crop, thanks to. the 
efficiency of the new Govern- 
ment of Formosa, the various 
land and tax reforms, the 
renewed energy of the far- 
‘mers. and the valuable work 
of the American technicians 
and the E.C.A. This is but 
one of many signs of economic 
improvement and ‘financial 
And why isn’t more 
said about the popular elec- 
tions throughout the island? 
This is a.development that 
may well be termed historic. 
Certainly it gives a lead to the 
mainland, where popular clec- 
tions are still unknown. 

The trouble seems to be that 


there are two regimes in the- 


island, one facing inward and 
the other outward;. and that 
the publicity machine is do- 


‘minated by the Defence Minis- 


try, which is concerned wholly 
with external events. That is 
natural enough, since the 
destiny of the hierarchy of the 


Kuomintang will be deter-. 


mined largely by events be- 
yond the waters that surround 
the island. : But behind those 
facing outward to the main- 
land, Nationalist ‘administra- 
tors are showing what they 
really can do, given the 
chance. -The new spirit has 
also begun to inspire the arm- 
ed forces. 

Its slogan consists of two 
characters meaning “over- 
come difficulties’—especially 
in livelihood, in combat, in 
work, and in shortage of 
materials.
